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Introduction 


A number of developments during the year highlighted the ongoing transition of 
the international system to a post-liberal hegemonic order, marked by both the diffusion 
of economic, military, technological and ideational power and a shallowing out of global 
economic interdependence. Britain’s exit from the European Union has raised serious 
questions not only about the future of the project of an ever closer union but also about 
the future of global economic interdependence. This has been reinforced by the growing 
popularity and improved electoral prospects in many European countries of far-Right 
parties that emphasise upon narrow nationalism, are opposed to globalisation with its 
associated job losses, immiseration of the majority and increased immigration. This trend 
has been capped in recent weeks by the electoral triumph of the Republican candidate in 
the United States who campaigned on a platform of America First, reshoring industrial 
production, protecting American jobs, limiting immigration, avoiding additional free 
trade associations, and reducing foreign policy and security commitments around the 
world. The turning inward of all these countries was accompanied — and in a way 
accelerated — by a series of terrorist attacks carried out in France, Germany and Belgium 
by extremists affdiated with the Daesh. 

Even as Western countries began turning inward, Asia, the new major economic 
and political centre of the world, continued to experience a slowing down of economic 
growth rates as well as heightened security tensions. China, Asia’s largest and the 
world’s second largest economy, continued its slowdown in terms of rate of growth. 
Instead of biting the bullet in terms of implementing economic and political reforms 
aimed at domestic structural adjustments that may help prevent the setting in of a middle 
income trap, China continued its emphasis on massive outward bound investments in 
infrastructure and connectivity projects as part of the One-Belt-One-Road Initiative, 
which aims to stitch the whole of Eurasia together into a single economic and even 
geopolitical space. At the same time, China’s rejection of the Permanent Court of 
Arbitration’s ruling and its assertive territorial and maritime claims in the South China 
Sea contributed to increased security tensions. The South China Sea issue has also had 
implications for ASEAN unity, although the ASEAN-centred multilateral process in 
which all major powers across the Indo-Pacific participate, has so far fortunately not been 
affected. 

While a large measure of stability prevailed in Asia, the situation in West 
Asia continued to remain volatile. The civil war in Syria, which involves a multiplicity of 
internal and external actors, continued unabated. And the unfolding violence has not only 
resulted in a mounting death toll but also in one of the largest refugee exodus in recent 
memory. At the same time, the conflict in Yemen also persisted and became more 
intractable due to the competing involvement of regional powers. But West Asia was not 
without its share of positive developments during the year. The two most positive 
developments were: the nuclear agreement that Iran signed with Western countries, and 
the reduction in the Iraqi and Syrian territories controlled by the Daesh. 
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India hosted the third India-Africa Forum Summit from October 26-30, 2015. This 
Summit was important on three counts. First, it was the largest gathering of African 
countries on Indian soil. This meeting brought together representatives from all 54 
African countries, including 40 Heads of State, to contemplate on ways and means to take 
this partnership forward. Second, during the Summit, fresh initiatives were inked for 
cooperation in diverse fields, such as, solar energy, blue economy, peacekeeping training 
and cybersecurity. Third, the Summit ended with an agreement to set up a monitoring 
mechanism that will evaluate the implementation of India’s development cooperation 
programmes in the region. 

In Latin America, the most prominent development of the year was the peace 
agreement between the Government of Colombia and the Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC), which brought the 52-year-long civil war to a close. Another positive 
development was America’s diplomatic outreach towards Cuba, with Barack Obama 
becoming the first American President to visit Cuba in 92 years. 

Finally, in India’s own immediate neighbourhood, many countries witnessed 
domestic political transitions that were not entirely smooth because of internal squabbles 
over power-sharing among groups and institutions. In addition, some countries continued 
to confront the challenge posed by terrorist groups. Afghanistan continued to be wracked 
by violence unleashed by the Taliban and other terrorist groups supported by Pakistan. 
Nor could the Quadrilateral Coordination Group succeed in bringing the Taliban to the 
negotiating table. Pakistan continued to experience civil-military competition for 
influence, which was complicated by the disruptive postures of some opposition parties 
and forces. But there was neither a rupture of the democratic process nor any untoward 
incident during the recent process of succession in the leadership of the army. Bangladesh 
witnessed a sharp rise in terrorist attacks carried out by radicals inspired by, and affiliated 
to, the Daesh and A1 Qaeda in the Indian Subcontinent. In Maldives, the uncompromising 
hostility between competing groups for power continued. Nepal witnessed a change of 
government after months of protests by Madhesi groups demanding greater political 
representation. Finally, the political situation in Sri Lanka stabilised with the new 
National Unity Government taking measures to address various challenges at the 
domestic and international levels. 
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ACTIVITIES OF THE CENTRES 

IDSA’s activity is focused around 13 Centres. A brief account of the main activities 
of the Centres is given below:- 

Africa, Latin America, Caribbean and United Nations (ALACUN) Centre 

During the past year, the ALACUN Centre continued to monitor and analyse 
developments on the African continent, India-Latin America relations, and relevant 
United Nations activities that impact the areas under study. The Centre continued the 
publication of a quarterly newsletter on Africa, Africa Trends. The newsletter aimed to 
provide readers with reviews and analyses of significant and strategic developments 
taking place in African countries that impact regional and global security. Further, Smt 
Sujata Mehta, Secretary (Economic Relations), Ministry of External Affairs, Government 
of India, released the book, India and Africa: Common Security Challenges for the Next 
Decade. This volume combines Indian and African perspectives with regard to the 
common security challenges they are likely to face in the foreseeable future. 

The Centre also hosted several activities during this period, including a talk by Dr 
Jakkie Cilliers, Executive Director, Institute for Security Studies (ISS), Pretoria, on 
“Armed Conflict in Africa” on August 5, 2015; a conference on “National Consultation 
on India-Africa Partnership: Priorities and Prospects”, jointly with Research and 
Information System for Developing Countries (RIS), the Confederation of Indian 
Industries (CII) and Brookings India, on September 16, 2015; a pre- 3 rd India-Africa 
Forum Summit international conference, on the theme “India-Africa Partnership: Future 
Directions”, jointly with RIS, CII and Brookings India on October 20, 2015; and an 
interaction with a delegation of senior journalists from African Countries, on March 17, 
2016. 

Defence Economics and Industry Centre 

The Expenditure Management Commission (EMC) under the Chairmanship by 
former RBI Governor Dr Bimal Jalan engaged IDSA for preliminary discussions in April 
2015 to carry out a study related to defence expenditure for EMC. An MoU was signed 
on May 26, 2015 and study formally assigned to the IDSA. The MoU required IDSA to 
identify a pragmatic roadmap in all major areas of defence expenditure viz manpower- 
related expenditure, Logistics, ICT challenges, Acquisition, Defence Industrial Base, 
Defence R&D, Defence PSUs, Ordnance Factories, Training/Simulation, Infrastructure 
(civil capital works and maintenance), Financial Management/Budgeting/Disbursement/cash 
management, Long-range planning, Higher Defence Organisation/Jointness, Project 
Management and Revenue Generation/Economy. 
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A number of round tables were organised by the Centre during the year: a round 
table on ‘Initiating for Cost Accounting - Defence Expenditure’ March 25, 2015 with 
participation of Service HQs, CGDA, PCDA (Fys) and IDSA scholars. A round table on 
‘Outsourcing in Defence’; ‘Infrastructure in Defence’; ‘Logistics Management in 
Defence’, ‘DRDO's Role in 'Make in India”. Representatives from Service HQ also 
participated in the round table. 

IDSA’s Report was submitted to Expenditure Management Commission (EMC) 
on December 22, 2015. 

Meetings were held during the Defence Expo, organised by the Government on 
March 29-30, 2015 with major foreign Original Equipment Manufacturers (OEMs) on 
facilitating OEMs participation. Based on these discussions, close individual interactions 
with major foreign OEMs’ on facilitating OEMs participation in ‘Make in India’ were 
organised by the Centre in April and May 2015. 


East Asia Centre 

The main research area of the East Asia Centre remains to assess the emerging 
role of China, Japan and South Korea regionally and globally, with a special focus on 
developments related to China. The Centre published its annual flagship publication 
China Yearbook and also a bimonthly newsletter titled East Asia Monitor. This year, a 
special edited volume titled India-Taiwan Relations in Asia and Beyond: The Future 
(2016) was also published as an outcome of a joint conference in collaboration with the 
Taipei Economic and Cultural Center (TECC) in New Delhi, which was held at the 
Institute in December 2015. 

The East Asia Centre is currently pursuing a number of research projects that are 
policy relevant. Some of them extend from China's New Asia-Pacific Outreach to 
China’s Foreign Relations and Security Practices in Xi Jinping’s Chinese Dream, and 
from Chinese multilateral strategy to China’s nuclear policy. Experts and scholars in the 
Centre are also engaged in studying important strategic relationships such as India-China 
Relations, India-Taiwan Relations, and India-Japan relations, and focus on Japan’s 
defence and security policy. The Centre has also started a task-force book project on 
Indian response to China’s ‘One-Belt-One-Road’ (OBOR) initiative. A number of 
publications, peer-reviewed and refereed journal articles, books and monographs have 
been an integral part of the Centre’s scholarly output. Scholars in the Centre have 
travelled abroad regularly to speak and participate in international seminars, conferences 
and symposia and have also availed international fellowships. 
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Research findings of the Centre suggest that India must engage East Asia more 
robustly than before, giving greater importance to Japan, South Korea and Taiwan in its 
‘Act East’ outreach. While the economic engagement with China is important, still India 
must be vigilant over China’s rising assertive behaviour in the region and must employ a 
comprehensive policy to engage with other countries like Japan and South Korea. It is 
also proposed that India must rise to deal with China from a position of strength. To 
enhance its research and outreach activity in East Asia, the Centre is engaged in bilateral 
Track-II dialogue mechanisms with think tanks and premier institutes in China, Taiwan, 
Japan, South Korea and Mongolia. Considering India’s strategic bearing in the East Asian 
region, the Centre has established a Track 1.5 ‘Trilateral Dialogue’ mechanism with the 
Japanese and South Korean institutes. The Centre has briefed the Government from time 
to time on developments in East Asia. 

Europe and Eurasia Centre 

Despite the human resource constraints, the Centre produced a number of research 
articles relating to security affairs in the Eurasian region, to include: They include: “India 
and Central Asia: Untying the Energy Knot”, “ Drozba-Dosti ” in the book Modi and the 
World - The Ring View Inside Out edited by Yamini Chowdhury, “Strategic Significance 
of Russia” in India’s Approach to Asia edited by Namrata Goswami, (IDSA, 2016); “In 
Modi's Mongolia Pivot: A Test of Indian Soft Power”, The Wire, 16 May 2015; “India’s 
Accession to the Shanghai Cooperation Organization”, produced by the National Bureau 
of Asian Research for the Senate India Caucus, NBR Washington, in August 2015; 
“Indian PM Arrives in Moscow Today - What to Expect”, published in Russia Insider, 
Moscow, on December 23, 2015; “Modi and India's Rise on World Stage”, The Pioneer, 
December 20, 2015, “World is Ditching the Dalai Lama”, Sunday Guardian, November 
14, 2015; “Carving Out a Path on China’s Road”, The Hindu, October 29, 2015; and 
“Connecting Asia” , ORE, Raisina Files, March 2016. 

The Centre organized a talk by Shri P.S. Raghavan, former envoy to Moscow, on 
“Eurasian Affairs, including Russia-Pakistan, Russia-China ties”, at IDSA on March 9, 
2016. 


Scholars from the Centre also participated in a number of seminars and conferences 
in India and abroad. 


Internal Security Centre 

In the year under review, the Internal Security Centre had taken up a number of policy- 
oriented research projects on topics such as India’s Maoist movement, border 
management, changed security situation in Jammu & Kashmir and armed ethnic conflicts 
in Northeast India. During the year, Centre members wrote on various themes such as 
Militant Violence in the Northeast, Status of Peace Processes in the Northeast, Women in 
Maoist Ranks, Children in Maoist Ranks, etc. They also undertook field visits to Andhra 
Pradesh and the Kashmir Valley to gain better understanding of the ground situation. The 
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Centre members also published two books titled Indian National Security’ and Counter- 
Insurgency Measures, and India’s Maoist Movement. The Centre organised the 3 rd 
Annual Internal Security National Seminar on “Radicalisation: A Growing Security 
Challenge for India”, in December 2015. The entailing sessions intensely deliberated on 
the causes of radicalisation, means employed for its spread, measures to deal with it and 
suggested viable policy options to strengthen the overall socio-cultural fabric of the 
country. The Centre was asked by the National Security Council Secretariat (NSCS) to 
conduct a study on “Emerging Challenges to India’s Internal Security”. The study 
identified societal polarisation, illegal migration, refugee movement and displaced 
persons, urbanisation, social media, food and water security, and demographic factors as 
emerging challenges that the country has to prepare for, and submitted a consolidated 
report to the NSCS. The Centre was also entrusted with four projects by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs (MHA). 

Military Affairs Centre 

The Military Affairs Centre coordinated and published the Journal of Defence 
Studies, with high quality articles on important issues that evoked wide-ranging interest 
amongst readers. These included China’s defence preparedness, military economics and 
procurements, maritime challenges - with specific reference to the Indo-Pacific, military 
change and professional military education, amongst others. 

The “Indigenous Historical Knowledge” project involving study on Kautilya’s 
Arthashastra, made substantive progress and led to the release of two books titled, 
Indigenous Historical Knowledge: Kautilya and His Vocabulaty (Vol I) and Vol II 
respectively. The Centre also published a monograph on the subject, Kautilya’s 
Arthashastra: Contemporary Issues and Comparison. An Occasional Paper, India’s 
Approach to Counterinsurgency Operations: A Perspective on Human Rights was 
published, highlighting the record of the Indian Army and its procedures in its endeavour 
to uphold human rights in Jammu and Kashmir. 

The Centre hosted a large number of military delegations from friendly foreign 
countries, facilitating the exchange of views and providing an opportunity to better 
understand India’s position on security issues. A large number of round table discussions 
and deliberations with important functionaries were also held for members of IDSA. The 
Annual Y.B. Chavan Memorial Lecture was held on December 7, 2015, on the subject, 
“Make in India: The Way Ahead for Indigenous Defence Production in India” wherein 
Shri A.K. Gupta, Secretary (Defence Production), Ministry of Defence, outlined the 
roadmap for defence production in the country. 

Non-Traditional Security Centre 

The Non-Traditional Security (NTS) Centre continued with its endeavour to place 
relevant issues in the policy domain, although the focus was mainly on inter-linked 
issues: climate change, energy and water issues - due to their growing strategic relevance 
and security implications - and energy security. 
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Apart from delivering lectures and raising awareness in core areas of interest 
including water security and climate change at national and international fora, the 
scholars of the Centre have been actively engaging with officials in relevant ministries, 
on issues related to India’s water security, climate change and the Arctic region, 
highlighting the strategic aspects of the Arctic and their implications. They also 
participated in the ‘Cooperation on Eco-system activities of forum on Sundarbans’, 
organised by the Ministry of Environment and Forests and Climate Change at the Climate 
Summit in Paris and delivered lectures to the NSCS staff and at FSI, besides 
participating in conferences and seminars in India and abroad, including in CSCAAP 
events. A number of articles were written by the scholars of the Centre during the year. 

North America Centre 

The research activities of the North America Centre during the year were mainly 
focussed on India-US strategic Partnership, US Rebalancing towards the Asia-Pacific and 
its Policy Implications for India and Asia in general. The Centre also held deliberations 
on the prospects and challenges in the India-US strategic partnership with a focus on 
defence, economy, counter-terrorism, regional cooperation, etc. Deliberations were also 
held on India-US defence cooperation, ‘Make in India’ and Defence Trade and 
Technology Initiative (DTTI), US counter-terrorism policy and practice, in view of its 
fight against religious extremism as well as on the ongoing US Presidential election 
processes. Scholars of the Centre contributed policy-related research articles to books, 
journals, newspapers, etc. They also participated in various media interactions on the 
above subjects relating to the United States. They participated in several seminars on 
relevant issues and made presentations. The Centre organised several interactions with 
the visiting policymakers and scholars, including speakers from the United States. 

Nuclear and Arms Control Centre 

The Centre organised two IDSA-PRIO workshops on the role of India in Global 
Nuclear Governance—one in Oslo in October 2015 and the second in Delhi in February 
2016. The Prime Minister in the National Report to the Nuclear Security Summit 2016 
mentioned the Delhi event. The Centre also organised the ‘IDSA-King’s College London 
India-UK Strategic Nuclear Dialogue’ in London in January 2016 and in Delhi in March 
2016. The Ministry of External Affairs, commissioned a confidential study on ‘Missile 
Technology Control Regime, India and Indian Industry’. For the purpose, a survey of 
Indian companies was conducted. The Centre also organised several events with 
Pugwash India. The scholars of the Centre participated in various national and 
international seminars. The members of the Centre also published articles in reputed 
journals and magazines. 
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Southeast East Asia and Oceania Centre 


The Centre published an edited book Realising the ASEAN-India : Vision for 
Partnership and Prosperity. It was released in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, on August 7, 
2015, in the presence of Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs, Malaysia, Hon Dato' Seri 
Reezal Merican Naina Merican and Minister of State for External Affairs, India, Gen 
Vijay Kumar Singh (Retd). 

The scholars of the Centre published articles on relevant subjects during the year. 
The scholars also participated in conferences and delivered talks outside IDSA. A 
number of delegations from Southeast Asia and Oceania Countries were hosted during 
the year to include: a 10-member delegation from the of National Security Council 
Secretariat (NSCS) of Thailand led by Mr. Vera Urairat, Deputy Secretary 
General/NSCS, on March 2, 2016; a Ministry of Defence delegation from the Republic of 
Indonesia interacted with IDSA scholars on March 24, 2016; a delegation of senior 
foreign officials from Australia, led by Assistant Secretary, Arms Control Branch, 
Department of Foreign Affairs and Trade, Ms Jane Hardy, discussed India’s strategic 
environment and Australia’s views in the elaboration of a security architecture in Asia. 

A number of seminars/conferences/talks/ round tables were organised by the 
Centre during the year. Delhi Dialogue VIII was organised by the Ministry of External 
Affairs in partnership with IDSA, FICCI, Indian Council of World Affairs and other 
partner organisations, on February 17, 18 and 19, 2016. The academic sessions were 
hosted by IDSA on February 19, 2016. 

Director, Tampadipa Institute of Myanmar, Dr Khin Zaw Win delivered a talk on, 
‘The Challenge of Democracy in Myanmar’. 


Dr Patrick Bratton, Associate Professor of Political Science, Hawaii Pacific 
University delivered a lecture on ‘US Maritime and Smart Power in the Indo-Pacific’ at 
IDSA on June 1,2015. 

Prof Bilveer Singh, Visiting Fellow, with the Southeast Asia and Oceania Centre, 
IDSA, delivered a talk on ‘The Islamic State and South East Asia: The State of Play’, on 
June 30, 2015. 

South Asia Centre 

The South Asia Centre continued with its focus on the changing strategic 
landscape in the region with particular emphasis on developments in the neighbouring 
countries. The issues covered by scholars at the Centre were: post-Mullah Umar 
reconciliation efforts in Afghanistan; the rise of the ultra-radical Islamic State of Iraq and 
Syria (ISIS) in the region, the impact of Operation Zarb-e-Azb in Pakistan and the 
contours of India-Pakistan engagement; the problem of exclusion in the democratic

process in Maldives, weakening of opposition in Bangladesh and the rise of Islamic 
radicalism claiming association with the ISIS; the change of government in Sri Lanka and 
its approach towards India; the study of political currents in Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, 
especially concerning the local demands for provincial status within Pakistan. 

The researchers at the Centre participated in various conferences and workshops in 
different countries and exchanged views on issues pertaining to security, foreign policy 
and economic cooperation. The scholars participated regularly in discussions on 
television and wrote in newspapers on issues pertaining to their areas of research. The 
monthly news digests on Pakistan-occupied Kashmir (PoK) and Pakistan were 
continued. There was increased participation by various Centre members in both print 
and audio-visual media interactions for providing their analyses on critical issues during 
the year. 

The Centre organised the South Asia Dialogue in November 2015 on the theme 
“Culture as a Factor in Regional Cooperation in South Asia”, with participants from all 
SAARC countries and Myanmar. There was a consensus that both ‘the cultural commons 
and cultural diversity’ in the region could bring South Asia together. There was an 
emphasis on cultural exchanges in the region through literature, music, cinema, poetry, 
drama, painting, architecture, culinary innovations, etc., which can help people come 
together as one geo-cultural community. 

Strategic Technologies Centre 

During 2015-2016 the Strategic Technologies Centre organised many activities. 
These include the 18th Asian Security Conference with the theme Securing Cyberspace: 
Asian and International Perspectives from February 9-11, 2016 and a Training 
Programme for Air Force Officers from February 29 to March 11, 2016. The book, 
Securing Cyberspace: International and Asian Perspectives, edited by Centre members 
was published by Pentagon Press. A half-day workshop was conducted on "Prospects for 
International Regimes", on October 6, 2015, with a focus on inclusion of intrusion 
software in the Wassenaar Arrangement controls list. The deliberations gauged the 
probable impact of such alterations on Indian industry and the cyber security landscape. 
Besides, the Centre is undertaking a project called “Global, Regional and Domestic 
Factors Impacting India’s Cyber Security” since June 2015 which is funded by 
the Department of Electronics and Information Technology. The objective of the project is to 
carry out policy research to locate India s fcyber security-related challenges in the context 
of developments in global cyber security, by examining the cyber security issues that 
impact India. 
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West Asia Centre 

The turbulent year in the West Asia and North Africa (WANA) region which started 
with the wave of unrest in 2011 popularly known as ‘Arab Spring’ has now entered an 
uncertain phase with widespread ramifications for the region. In the current context, the 
entire West Asian region seems to be swamped with increase in sectarian violence, rise of 
Islamic forces, regional conflicts and civil wars, drawing the external and regional actors 
deep into the West Asian conflict zones. The current crisis in Iraq, Syria, Yemen and 
Libya have a spillover effect and a direct bearing on the peace and stability in the region 
and beyond. These new developments in the geopolitical landscape of the West Asian 
region have exposed India to a completely new set of challenges, issues and conditions. 

The West Asia Centre seeks to cover issues, themes and countries of the region 
which are undergoing rapid political transformation impacting the political and security 
situation of the region and beyond. The Centre is closely following the internal political 
developments as well as the unfolding regional scenario. As part of its ongoing bilateral 
interactions, the 11 th bilateral dialogue between the Institute for Political and International 
Studies (IPIS), Tehran and IDSA was organised on December 3-4, 2015 at the Institute. 
The bilateral dialogue focused on “Geo-Strategic Dynamics in West Asia: India-Iran 
Cooperation”. The IDSA and the Emirates Policy Centre, UAE signed a joint agreement 
on January 20, 2016 at IDSA, as part of its recent initiative to enhance cooperation with 
the think tanks from the West Asian region. 

The Centre organised an international conference on “Ideology, Politics and New 
Security Challenges in West Asia” on January 19-20, 2016. The two-day event focussed 
on the changing dynamics in the region, the emergence of Da’esh/ Islamic State (IS) as a 
major threat -regionally and globally, and the challenges likely to be faced by India due 
to the plausible political, economic, and security situation in the region. Besides, likely 
future trends and prospects for the region as also ideas that can help in conflict 
management and possible ways of resolving regional disputes were discussed. The 
proceedings of the First Annual West Asia Conference 2015, titled Geopolitical Shifts in 
West Asia: Trends and Implications was published. The Centre also organised many 
round tables and lectures by scholars and eminent persons from the region during the 
year. 
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The Centre members have done comprehensive research on:

• India's Relations with the West Asian Region. 

• Political Developments in Iran, Islamic Revolutionary Guards Corps (IRGC), 
India-Iran Relations, India-GCC Relations.

India. 

• Understanding Iran's Political and Military Institutions: An Indian Perspective. 

• Role of the Asian Powers in the West Asian Region. 

• Is There Need to Create a New Security Architecture in the West Asian 
Region? 

• Linking South and Central Asia in the New Strategic Environment: Envisioning 
India's Future Partnership with the Eurasian Region. 

FOUNDATION DAY 

The Foundation Day event could not be organised during the year since the 
availability of the eminent speaker to deliver the talk - the main highlight of the event - 
could not be scheduled. 

Y.B CHAVAN MEMORIAL LECTURE 

The 6 th Y.B. Chavan Memorial Lecture was delivered by Shri A.K. Gupta, 
Secretary (Defence Production), Ministry of Defence on December 7, 2015 on “Make in 
India: The Way Ahead for Indigenous Defence Production in India”.

IDSA has been conducting the PoK project for MEA for the last several years and 
continued this year also. The MHA has also been commissioning studies on policy 
research papers on various studies and Ministry of Information Technology on a project 
on “Global Regional and domestic Factors Impacting India’s Cyber Security” (Annexure

Special issues are also published 
periodically; some important themes that have recently been covered in such issues include the 
1962 India-China War, Ethics and Morals in the Armed Forces, and the 1965 India-Pakistan 
War: 


Four general issues of JDS were published during the year in review. The April-June 
2015 issue (Vol. 9, No. 2) included articles focusing on leadership attributes for 
counterinsurgency operations, strategic importance of the Bay of Bengal, the 1971 USS 
Enterprise incident, benchmarks for naval ship building, China’s biological warfare programme, 
and India’s Special Forces. It also featured an assessment of the Parliamentary Defence Standing 
Committee (16th Lok Sabha), along with book reviews. 

The July-September 2015 issue (Vol. 9, No. 3) was a commemorative issue on the 
occasion of the 50 th year of the 1965 India-Pakistan War. This special issue provided a broad 
overview of the war by covering a range of actions and events spanning the diplomatic, tactical 
and strategic space, with the additional scope of relating them to the present conditions prevalent 
with Pakistan. The articles were specially commissioned for the issue and apart from historical 
context and analysis of particular aspects of the war itself, also included a memoir from a 
participant in the war. 

The October-December 2015 (Vol. 9, No. 4) issue featured articles on organisational 
change in the Indian Army, professional military education (PME), a historical perspective on 
the Indian Corps in France in 1914-15, India’s defence offset policy, and the coming together of 
the UNLFWSEA in the Northeast and its implications. It also included a perceptive piece on 
India’s maritime strategy, and a number of book reviews. 

The January-March 2016 (Vol. 10, No. 1) issue contained articles on game theory, 
competition and cooperation, China's emergence as a cyber power; and synergising maritime 
capacities in the Indian Ocean region. It also carried a timely perspective on 'Make in India' as 
well as book reviews. 

JDS has maintained its contributor base and readership in the past year, and has 
continued to add to its reviewer and contributor base. It is being read and cited by members of 
the defence and strategic and related academic communities worldwide and within India. Its 
availability online and free download facility has facilitated this in considerable measure. JDS 
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continues its publishing tie-up with Bloomsbury India Ltd., and in January 2016, renewed its 
publishing contract with Bloomsbury for a further three years (2016-2018) on favourable terms. 

JDS ’ Facebook page now has close to 4,000 ‘likes’ and rising, which means that our 
posts are reaching more and more people, and this is generating more interest in the publication. 
The journal’s Twitter handle is @JDS_IDSA and links to every new issue and the articles therein 
are posted there.

GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION SYSTEM (GIS) 

The GIS Lab maintains a Geo-Spatial Database, wherein information and 
customized maps related to natural, political, economic, social and cultural aspects, are 
stored and regularly updated for countries around the world especially South Asia. 
Geographical data/information at different administrative levels for each country- 
international boundary, state boundary, district boundary and ward boundary, transport 
and communication networks, and other socio-economic information, is being 
downloaded and collected from the internet periodically. This year, more than 515 
topographic maps related to the Indian region have been collected and stored in the GIS 
database for reference purposes. Around 1595 customized maps have been prepared till 
now, whereas 128 maps were prepared in the period April 01, 2015 to March 31, 2016. 
These maps are being regularly used by the scholars for their reference or for publication 
purposes. This year, the lab also began imparting basic GIS training to interested scholars 
and interns, focusing on the basic concepts of GIS and how to interpret as well as 
represent geo-spatial data.
